DESTROYED BY FIRE 


Twenty-six Children and One Nun Are 
Known Dead and Thirty-three More 
Children Are Missing and Feared 
Dead — Building Collapses A f te r 
Blaze Is Under Way.

15.— Twenty-six children and one nun 
are known to have perished, and 33 other children are feared 
to have lost their lives in a fire which completely destroyed 
the St. ( ’liarles orphan asylum here early today. The bodi^ 
of the nnn and 26 children were recovered, and the other d‘> 
¡are missing. 
Floors of Building Collapse 
The floors of the building collapsed and the trapped vic­ 
time were buried in the flaming wreckage. 
Firemen were 
unable to penetrate the smouldering ruins this morning to 
recover additional bodies. 
The building housed Г>(и> children and 4|! nuns. Several 
of the injured were taken to hospitals. 
Firemen, police and nuns performed extraordinary feats 
of heroism in rescuing children from the fire. 
Under-*he di­ 
rection of the nuns, who remained calm in the emergency, 
many of the children marched out of the building in an or­ 
derly manner. 
Others were carried down ladders to safety 
before the building collapsed. 
The fire started in the basement, police said, gain** 1 
headway on the second floor and mushroomed through the 
building.

Semi-Rigid Airship 
For 30 Passengers 
To Be Built Soon 


(International News 8ervicei 
LONDON, Dec. 15.—A semi-rigid 
airship that will carry a paying load 
oi 2*) passengers with their baggage, 
and six tons of cargo and mails, at a 
speed of 50 miles an hour, is one of 
the possibilities of the near future. 
Designs for such a craft have been 
completed, and it is hoped that con­ 
struction will be taken in hand in 
the next year. 


The scheme is being promoted by 
British Airships. Limited, a London 
aeronautical company. 
“We believe 
that the future of profitable commer­ 
cial aviation lies with the semi-rigid 
airship rather than with the air­ 
plane,” the secretary of the company 
de. ared. 
“It is true that the air­ 
plane is capable of greater speed, but 
the airship has the compensating ad­ 
vantages of distance-range and cargo- 
carrying capacity. The maximum cost 
of the semi-rigid craft will be $130,- 
000.“

fat salt pork.

Spirit Of St. Louis 
Whirs Out 34,905 
Miles For Flyer 


NEW YORK. Dec. 15. — Col- 
Charles A. Lindbergh, in com­ 
pleting his 2,000-mile flight to 
Mexico City 
Wednesday, 
has 
flown 
approximately 
35,000 
miles since he left San Diego, 
Cal., last May, to start his 
flight from New York to Paris. 
His total flying mileage to 
date would take him almost one 
and one-half times around the 
world, if he followed the equa­ 
tor. 
The Lone Eagle’s flights since 
last May were: 
San Diego to St. Louis, 1,500 
miles. 
St. Louis to New York, 950 
miles. 
New York to Paris, 3,625 miles 
Short hops in Europe, 430 
miles. 
Flights between

and other cities on his return 
to the United States, estimated 
at 4,000 miles.
